Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 8.—The gold 
democratic party has been organized. 
It will hold a convention in this city 
in September to make a platform and 
nominate candidates for president and 
vice-president. Thirty-two states were 
represented 
at the meeting 
Friday 
which launched the new party. There 
was but little discussion of candidates, 
the sentiment being that this question 
ought not to be considered until after 
the delegates to the convention have 
been elected. 
The national committee of the new 
party will exert its influence to have 
every state send delegates to the con­ 
vention. States will be asked to join 


plan 5l the dfTcago resolutions, a com­ 
mittee of five, to be appointed by the 
chair, be named to prepare a call for 
a national convention for the purpose of 
nominating a democratic candidate for 
president of the United States, and a 
democratic candidate for vice-presi­ 
dent; that committee to report 
at a 
night session of the national committee. 
» L. M. Martin, the committeeman from 
Iowa, seconded it, and it was carried 
unanimously. The chairman announced 
the following committee: J. H. Outh- 
waite of Ohio, Charles Tracy of New 
York, J. H. Falkner of Alabama, J. 
C. 
Krauthoff of Missouri, F. H. Mc- 
Cutcheon of Minnesota. 
John R. Wilson, a member of the na­ 
tional committee from Indiana, sug­ 
gested that, while the committee was 
waiting, it might be wall to hear the 
representation of claims on the part 
of various cities who desired the con­ 
vention. “It is understood now that a 
convention is to be held,” said he, “and 
we can save time by hearing the claims 
of the various cities.” The committee 
consented to hear from the cities. 
D. W. I-awler spoke for Minneapolis. 
He said he spoke in behalf of the real 
democracy of the northwest—the fight- 
ing-ground of the present campaign. 
He said that as a loyal citizen of St. 
Paul, it gave him pleasure to present 
the claims of her sister city. Minne­ 
sota, he said, was the first state in the 
union to declare in favor of the nomi­ 
nation of Grover Cleveland four years

the movement with theu nderstanding 
that it will not be obligatory for them 
to put electoral tickets in the field un­ 
less they deem it wise. 
It was made 
clear to all those attending the meeting 
that the convention is primarily in the 
interest of the gold standard democrats 
in the middle western states who are 
opposed to the election of Bryan and 
cannot bring themselves to the support 
of McKinley. It is announced that In­ 
diana and Illinois are the states which 
the men in this movement hope to hold 
away from Bryan by putting out the 
third electoral ticket. 
The course of the representatives of 
the movement was practically settled 
in secret conference at the Denison ho­ 
tel at I o’clock in the afternoon. The 
thirty-three committeemen who are 
here met at that hour to talk over the 
situation. 
Alabama, Texas, Georgia, 
Florida, Rhode Island, Maine and two 
or three other states were opposed to 
the calling of a convention, hut after 
they were informed that the movement 
was intended for the special benefit of 
the gold standard demorats of the mid­ 
dle western states they acquisced in 
the plan that had been formulated by 
the executive committee and afterward, 
in the open meeting, voted for the con­ 
vention. 
Talks with the representa 
tives of twenty-five states indicate that 
probably twenty states will put elec­ 
toral tickets in the field. 
The men who take the resposibility 
for calling the convention profess to 
believe that the movement will grow 
as the campaign progresses, and that 
on election day the candidate nomina 
ted here next month will receive al­ 
most is not quite as many votes as the 
nominee of the Chicago convention. 
It is the intention of the nationa 
committee to send speakers of nationa 
reputation into every doubtful state 
as soon as the nominations have been 
made. There are intimations of assur 
ances that President Cleveland wil 
lend his support to the movement if 
the platform turns out to be what he 


ago. 
The claims of Indianapolis were pre 
sented by John L. Griffiths, who spoke 
in behalf of the Commercial club and 
the board of trade. He told the com­ 
mitteemen that every dollar necessary 
for the purposes of the convention had 
already been secured in Indianapolis, 
and back of the individual pledges was 
a guaranty fund of $10,000. 
S. O. Pickens, chairman of the In 
diana gold-standard democratic com 
mittee, told the members of the com­ 
mittee that upon the return of the In 
diana democrats from the Chicago con­ 
vention they endeavored to ascertain 
the wishes of the democracy in Indiana 
with reference to the nomination of a 
democrat upon a gold-standard plat 
form. “And we found,” said he, “that 
throughout Indiana there is a large 
number of democrats who are unwilling 
to support McKinley and who are un­ 
willing to support the nominee of the 
Chicago convention, and yet are uncer­ 
tain at .this time as to what they will 
do, and we believe that the holding of 
this convention in the city of Indianap­ 
olis will determine what the democrats 
of that class in Indiana will do. 
We 
believe that the holding of the con­ 
vention in this city will mean a large 
number of votes against unsound prin­ 
ciples and unsound'platform that would 
otherwise probably not be cast at all.” 
He told the committee that Indiana is 
a pivotal state and the democrats of In­ 
diana felt that it was of the greatest 
importance to have the convention 
come to this city. 
The convention was invited to Louis­ 
ville by Mr. Davie of that city, but he 
said the hospitality extended by In­ 
dianapolis to-day and at all other times 
was such as to disarm one. 
Indian­ 
apolis won on the first ballot, the vote 
standing: Indianapolis, 19; Minneapo- 
is, 6; Louisville, 2; not voting, 8. 
After the selection of this city as the 
place for the convention the commit­ 
teemen and delegates were entertained 
at a luncheon by the Commercial club 
and were afterward driven over the 
city. 
It was 8:40 when the committee re­ 
assembled. 
Senator John M. Palmer 
was given an ovation when he entered 
the hall. It was announced at the af 
ternoon session that Gen. Bragg was 
delayed by a washout on the Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
At the night session the an­ 
nouncement was made that he could 
not get here.

Gen. Charles Tracey stated that they 
had taken measures to perpetuate the 
greatest of all parties, and needed the 
foremost of leaders. 
He nominated 
Gen. John M. Palmer of Illinois for 
chairman of the national committee. 
Gen. Palmer was selected unanimously.

The instant co­

It can hardly be too often repeated 
that the Jameson raid and the Johan­ 
nesburg rising are merely incidents iii 
the game which has been played for 
years and is still playing between Mr. 
Rhodes as the representative of British 
hegemony and President Kruger 
as 
representative of Dutch and ultimately, 
though not willingly, of German. 
I 
have a good deal of admiration for Pres­ 
ident Kruger as a strong man iii a dif­ 
ficult place and highly esteem the 
Boers as a resolute and hardy race, but 
President Kruger’s government is intol­ 
erable, and if he were to win we should 
lose the headship of South Africa. There 
is a great deal of talk now about getting 
at the guilty person behind Jameson’s 
raid and Johannesburg’s revolt. This is 
assumed to be Mr. Rhodes—a short 
sighted assumption. 
Behind the reform committee, wdio 
merely found an ally in Mr. Rhodes, 
looms the formidable first cause of the 
disturbances in the Transvaal, the un­ 
gainly figure of the old dopper dicta­ 
tor. Give him all praise for diplomacy, 
courage, tenacity and a certain diplo­ 
matic magnanimity, but remember that 
the oppression and corruption of his gov­ 
ernment, deaf to remonstrance or wrarn- 
ing, is the real cause of the trouble, aud 
that the guilt for the blood spilled at 
Krugersdorp, as for the suicides in the 
tronk at Pretoria, rests on the unrelent­ 
ing, though somew’hat unctuous, auto­ 
crat of the Transvaal. —Fortnightly Re­ 
view.
